Various bonsai 
styles — cascade, formal .up¬ 
right, slant, and so on — 
are accomplished by shap¬ 
ing the plant by pruning and 
wiring. Height is determined 
by root pruning, a delicate 
operation. Among plants that 
lend themselves to bonsai 
are junipers, Japanese black 
pine, Japanese maple, sego 
palm, elm, and olive, A bon¬ 
sai fasterwork may repre¬ 
sent anywhere from three to 
thirty years of training.

A new program for volun¬ 
teer service In emergencies 
is being inaugurated, on a 
trial basis, by the Pasadetia 
and West San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Chapters of the Red 
Cross, according to Richara 
Probart, chairman of the 
Sierra Madre Branch.

At Arboretum 

An Ivy show dedicated to 
demonstrating that ivy has 
many more uses than Unlng 
Southern California fre e - 
ways will be held at the Los 
Angeles State and County 
Arboretum in Arcadia, Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday, June 25 
and 26. Shew hours are 1 
to 5 p.m. Saturday and 10 
to 5 p.m. Sunday. Admission 
is free. 

The show will be the sec¬ 
ond presented by the Cali¬ 
fornia Chapter of the Ameri¬ 
can Ivy Society, the local 
body formed four years ago 
to acquaint the public with 
Ihc ma.ny kinds of ivy and 
their versatility as both in¬ 
door and outdoor plants. 

Highlights of the show in¬ 
clude a display of 100 named 
ivy culfivars, a display of 
the five true (Kedera) ivy 
species, a sales table of 
plants propagated by mem¬ 
bers of the ^ciety that will 
include many unusual a.nd 
liard-to-find ivies, and a 
compotiiton with awa r d s 
given for winners in such 
categories as miniature, varl- 
gated, basket, bonsai, and 
topiary. Among the judges 
will be Mrs. Marion Vincent 
of La Habra, author of the 
first standards for ivy ju«- 
ging. and president of the 
California (Chapter. 

Ivies range in size from 
tiny, “needlepoint” leaves 
no more than an inch long, 
to large, leathery leaves 1 
inches long. Shapes may be 
starlike, crinkled, heart- 
shaped. or lobed. Color vari¬ 
ations include dark to light 
shades of green, and varie¬ 
gated types with whitish 
veins and leaf tips. Outdoors 
they may be used to fill out 
wire frames shaped like a 
bird or cat or whatever the 
homeowner fancies. The s e 
are called topiaries. They 
can also be used as hedges, 
borders, or wall cxDvers. In¬ 
doors, the delicate ivies 
make attractive ha.ng I n g 
baskets, alone or mixed 
with other plants. These and 
other uses %vill be demon- j 
strated at the show.

Real estate taxes not paid 
on or before June 30, will 
carry additional penalties, 
warns H. B. Alvord, Los An¬ 
geles County Tax Collector. 

\ Alvord advises that all un¬ 
paid taxes will now requii'e 
the payment of a six per 
cent penalty and $3 per par¬ 
cel costs for preparing thc- 
delinquent list. 

Property on which delin¬ 
quent taxes have not been 
paid by June 30 will be sold 
to the State. Additional pen¬ 
alties of one per cent per 
month and a redemption fee 
of $2 per parcel will then 
be addra, Alvord pwinted out. 

Alvord said notices of de¬ 
linquent taxes have recently 
been mailed to property 
own by his office. However, 
there are several thousand 
notices which were ,n o t 
mailed because of either in¬ 
correct or unknown a d - 
dresses.

Dear Editor: 

With endless talk about 
tax reform, perhaps you 
wonder why the mass media, 
usually hungry for national 
scandal, ignore the great 
tax-free foundations, with 
their billions of tax-exempt 
money. But that, dear read¬ 
er, is a forbidden world. 
While the foundations have 
done much legitimate good 
for humanity in the fields 
of medicine, public health, 
and scientific inquiry, the 
sad truth is that such phil¬ 
anthropy has provided a 
cover for the cinormous harm 
they have done in the 
spheres of Intemational re¬ 
lations, the social sciences, 
and education. At witness: 

A climate of sympathy for 
the Black Nationalists (ter¬ 
rorists) and hatred of the 
governments in south e r n 
Africa is being diligently 
created nightly on the air¬ 
waves. But for years the 
media have withheld shock¬ 
ing news in that connection. 

In 1965, the Carnegie En¬ 
dowment fer International 
Peace prepared a 170-page 
report ontitled “Apartheid 
and United Nations Collec¬ 
tive Measures,” advocating 
U.N. invasion of the anti¬ 
communist country of South 
Africa. The report contains 
a blueprint, worked out to 
the last detail, for the at¬ 
tack and invasion, and was 
distributed to all the then 
114 representatives of the 
U.N. 

The Carnegie Battle Plan 
contains a detailed estimate 
of the forces necess ary 
which include 30,000 assault 
and 63,00 other troops: 145 
warships, transports and 
supply vessels and 3(X) air¬ 
crafts; and 200 transport 
aircraft requiring “3,000 to¬ 
tal flying heurs for direct 
assault." On page 150 the 
Battle Pla,n estimates the 


cost at $94,537,000 for each 
30-day period, and states 
"The assault phase might be 
expected to last up to two 
weeks, with complete con¬ 
trol being secured within 
four months. Casua 11 i e s 
among the UN forces would 
be expected to be between 
19,000 and 38,0(X) killed and 
wounded.” 

If this true story repels 
and frightens you, it might 
be significant to remember 
that Soviet spy Alger Hiss 
headed the Carnegie En¬ 
dowment from 1946 to 1949, 
and was named to that post 
even after Carnegie trustees 
had been briefed on his ac¬ 
tivities as a Communi s t 
agent. Hiss, of course, was 
one of the founders of the 
United Nations and was its 
first Secretary General.

are caught in possession of 
a firearm without a license, 
you go to jail. 

All TV viewers remember 
the chaos resulting from 
forced busing in Bostoin. In 
the summer of 1974, Dick 
Sinnot of the “Parkway 
Transcript," a weekly in the 
Boston area, summed it up 
thusly: 

Isn’t it strange that in this 
sad state of Massachusetts: 

Rapists have "right.” Con¬ 
victed slayers have “rights." 
Drug addicts have “rights.” 
And then he cited the others 
who have “rights”: Gays 
and Grape pickers; Wildlife; 
Lettuce pickers. Draft dod¬ 
gers; Minority groups; Wel¬ 
fare demonstrators: Abor¬ 
tion supporters! Anti-Ameri¬ 
can groups; Pro - porno¬ 
graphy persons; Libbers and 
lovers and lepers; Subur¬ 
banites. 

But the parents of Boston 
school children? "They no 
longer possess the most pre¬ 
cious of freedo ms. 'The 
freedom of choice. The free¬ 
dom to determine where 
their youngsters will go to 
a neighborhood school or a 
school distant from their 
hemes. The choice is no 
longer theirs. The state has 
stolen it from them.”

Estimated Taxes 
Due By June 15 

Wednesday, June 15, is an 
important deadline for many 
individutil taxpayers and 
corporations in South e r 
California, the Internal Re¬ 
venue Service said recently. 

Taxpayers who filed esti¬ 
mated tax on their 1977 in¬ 
come must pay the secoiid 
quarterly installment by that 
date. And corporations op¬ 
erating on a calendar-year 
basis for tax purposes must 
also make their second qu^ 
terly payment of 1977 in¬ 
come taxes by then. 

The provision in the law 
for individual taxpayers to 
pay estimated tax in four 
equal installments means 
that 25 per cent of the 1977 
tax should be paid by the 
deadline.

Notice To Senior Citizens! 

Assemblyman Jolun L. E. “Bud” Collier (R-San Gab¬ 
riel Valley) said the filing period for Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Assistance and Rent Assistance is May 17 
through August 31, 1977. 

“My district office has received claim forms, display 
posters and instructions which describe the requirements. 
These materials were sent to me by the Franchise Tax 
Board and may be obtained at 501 South First Avenue, 
Suite S, Ardadia, telephone 4466158,” Collier said. 

“The property tax assistance program is designed to 
refund a portion of the taxes for those California resi¬ 
dents who are 62 years of age or older as of January 1, 
1977 and who have been California residents on or before 
tliat date. They must have owned and occupied their home 
sometime during July 1, 1976 through June 30, 1977 and 
must have less than $12,000 household’ income for the 
calendar year 1976,” Collier added. Household income 
means the income of all individuals living in the house¬ 
hold except minors, students and renters. 

“Forms are being sent directly to Calllornians over 
62 years of age who received property tax assistance pay¬ 
ments last year and to individuals who already have re¬ 
quested claim forms. Assistance payments last year totaled 
almost $52,150,000 with 293,186 claimants for an average 
of $178 per claimant, according to Franchise Tax Board 
records,” Collier said. 

“Two significant changes were made in the law dur¬ 
ing the 1975-76 legislative session. Now, assistance is 
allowed on the first $8,500 of the assessed value of a 
home. Further, rent assistance is available for which a 
slightiy different set of criteria applies,” Collier concluded.

Tax Collections Up 

The U.S. Bureau of the Census reports total state 
and local tax collections increased 12.8 per cent from 1975 
to 1976. Total collections increased $18.8 billion to $165.7 
billion. 

State tax collections increased 14 per cent and local 
government’s 11.1 per cent with increases in every major 
tax source. Corporate income taxes showed the .greatest 
increase, 18.9 per cent, followed by personal income taxes 
which increased 17.5 per cent. Sales taxes increased 14.2 
per cent and property taxes 10.9 per cent. 

The People Must Know

Very soon now property taxpayers in California will 
get a little innocent appearing piece of paper from the 
Assessors office telling them what their market value 
on their property has been appraised at for the 1977-78 
year. Because this piece of paper is “not” the tax bill, 
thousands of property owners will just toss the notice 
aside and not look at it. This is a serious mistake. 

Owners who do not learn what their new appraisal.; 
arc, and act on them at once, will not get any other in¬ 
formation until the actual tax bill come out in November, 
and by that time the time alloted for property tax appeals, 
up to September 15 of each year, will have gone by, and 
the tcixpayer will be barred from appealing ihis case. 

In many cases the property tax is paid by a lending 
institution, and the lending institution gets the notice of 
re-appraisal, rather than the owner. The owners in t.hiy 
situation should contact the lending institution to find 
out how high their new property tax \vill be, this informa¬ 
tion should be available about July 15. If the owner who 
gets a large raise, does not know about it, he wili not 
know early, how much his monthly payments will be 
raised. He as well can appeal his tax v'alue, on or before 
September 15th. 

I would hope that property owners who read this 
will pass this information on to other property owners who 
might not receive this advance information. 

Two events are current now which illustrate how far 
the people have been removed from control over their own 
government. One was the passage by the Board of Super¬ 
visors of some $75 million to build another hospital in 
southeast Los Angeles. Before this appropriation. Super 
visors Peter Schabarum and-James Hayes, tried to have 
this go before the voters. They were outvoted by Super¬ 
visors Hahn, Edelman and Ward. Supervisor Hahn said 
“it would never pass.” Which says to me, who the hell 
are the voters anyway, why should they have a vote 
when we spenid their money? „ „ 

The other is the stand of Governor Jerry Brown on 
capital punishment. The voters of California voted 2 to 1 
for capital punishment. The ’ legislature also voted for 
capital punishment, but Governor Brown says, “my con¬ 
science requires me to veto capital punishment.” This means 
the Governor puts his conscience over and above both the 
vote of the people and the vote of the legislature. 

In both of these cases elected officials deliberately 
rejected the will of the people, which says to me, the 
people are not the government, we are! In the last elec¬ 
tion 80 per cent of the voters agreed by not voting at 
all. Did you vote?

Now, if you have a total 
of 4675 homes in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and they have an aver¬ 
age of toilets per home 
this means that we have a 
total of 7,013 toilets in Sier¬ 
ra Madre that can be fushed 
26,469 times or approximate¬ 
ly 44 times per day for each 
day of the year . . . Fantas¬ 
tic .. . So to me this does 
mean something.

So for this little storm 
that we had on M;ay 23 - 24 
when only 0.39 inches of 
rain fell all over Sierra Ma¬ 
dre the figure comes up that 
actually 81.12 acre feet fell 
and the number of gallons 
was 26,431,000 . . ; Now you 
can figure out how many 
times you can flush your 
toilet with this small 
amoimt.

Now comes the real eye- 
opener ... If MWD sells 
water to its customers at a 
rate of $72.50 per acre feet 
then the amount of money 
this this would amount to 
would be $206,262.50 .... 
Really to me this does seem 
like it has made some kind 
of difference and it definite¬ 
ly has given some help to 
the water shortage.

Of course, this could be 
figured somewhat in reverse 
. . . Supposing that every¬ 
one of the 7,013 toilets in 
Sierra Madre saved o n e 
Hushing per day for a whole 
year . . . Now live gallons 
per toilet is .not too much, 
hut if it be done lor a whole 
year this would save in the 
vicinity of 12 million seven 
hundred and ninety-eight 
thousand, seven hundred and 
twenty-five gallons . . . Now 
tliat’s a lot of water. May¬ 
be a couple of reservoirs 
more or less.

Not having one of those 
high faulting calculators, 
will have to revert to my 
very dull pencil, but it seem 
that I come up with a sav¬ 
ings in dollars somewhere 
around $3,000. but after all 
we are itiot supposed to con¬ 
serve money, the Govern¬ 
ment does not like this, and 
certainly the City Water De¬ 
partment would frown on 
this very heavily, in fact to 
keep up with their commit 
ment for the bond issue that 
Is out we probably would 
get an increase in water 
rates to pick up the dollar 
difference.

Oh well, what_ I was at¬ 
tempting to do'was show 
you that any amount of rain¬ 
fall, regardless of how 
small does benefit. One 
teinth of an inch could save 
you from watering for one 
day and you cculd save hun¬ 
dreds of gallons of water, 
but here we go again, so 
better leave well enou g li 
alone for the time being.

Try as I can to forget 
about water I still wonder, 
if like gasoline, electricity 
and gas ... A loud shout 
of shortages is the one way 
to increase the price?

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons.

5 . Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, tbe 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6 . Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
otlier nnatreials. A nonnal flush requires 5-B gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8 . Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
